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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's request for reconsideration has been 
fully considered. Applicant's argument that sealing means for user mounted visors is not well known has been considered, but is not 
persuasive. Sealing means for visors, whether it be for skiing, motorcycling, skydiving etc has long been known. Thus, general sealing of 
visors appears to reside in the general knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art. If applicant is looking for support for this assertion by 
way of some citations, US patents 6,094,751; 6,062,688; 5,617,588; 5,191,364 can be referenced. It is noted however, as pointed out by 
applicant, the Examiner is not relying upon this general knowledge or these just listed patents to form the basis, or any part of the rejection. 
Applicant's argument that the Russel reference is not relevant art is not persausive. The sealing disclosed by Russel could readily be 
employed in the Xiaolie device for the sames reasons, to prevent unwanted debris from getting behind the visor. While applicant 
references a motorcycle helmet as being disclosed in his application, it is not clear how this is particularly relevant. Note claim 1 does not 
positively claim a motorcycle helmet. Applicant's argument with respect to the Xiaolie/Russel combination is noted but not persuasive. 
Applicant's arguments focus on the relationship of the apparatus with headgear. However, as set forth in the rejection, headgear does not 
make up part of the claimed apparatus. Applicant's claim 1 clearly sets forth an apparatus "for" protective headgear. Thus, there is no 
particular relationship claimed between the apparatus and the headgear. As set forth in the rejection, the Xiaolie/Russel apparatus could 
be used in the manner claimed as nothing would prohibit such. The rejection is still deemed tenable. 
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
